DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

It does not identify the mailing address of each inventor. A mailing address is an 
address at which an inventor customarily receives his or her mail and may be 
either a home or business address. The mailing address should include the ZIP 
Code designation. The mailing address may be provided in an application data 
sheet or a supplemental oath or declaration. See 37 CFR 1 .63(c) and 37 CFR 
1.76. 

It does not identify the city and either state or foreign country of residence of 
each inventor. The residence information may be provided on either on an 
application data sheet or supplemental oath or declaration.

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 



indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
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Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: The numbering of 
claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the original numbering of 
the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
malting and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled In the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. The specification does not describe how to obtain the radius 
artery blood vessel pulse value. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more clainns particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

It is unclear what is meant by the phrase "compiling 18 kinds of radius artery 
blood vessel pulse standard value" and "in dudes the principle of wrist rudius artery 
blood vessel pulse". No support for these phrases is provided in the applicants' 
specification, and the phrases fails to be within the scope of language commonly used 
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in the art. Additionally, the following terms and phrases are unclear: "resegmenting", 
"information of the general pulsing dynamics " the fluent degree, rhythm, frequencies, 
power, width, and length in wrist radial artery blood vessel'. To input them into the 
computer when it is used" "the principle of wrist radial artery blood vessel pulse 
information determined by . . . information graphs and the main elements for the results, 
standard graphs and standard results menu". While reference to the terms and phrases 
listed above have been made in the applicants' specification, the description is still not 
clear enough to enable one of ordinary skill in the art to understand their meaning. 

Additionally, the term "resegmenting" is unclear. Where applicant acts as his or 
her own lexicographer to specifically define a term of a claim contrary to its ordinary 
meaning, the written description must clearly redefine the claim term and set forth the 
uncommon definition so as to put one reasonably skilled in the ad on notice that the 
applicant intended to so redefine that claim term. Process Control Corp. v, HydReclaim 
Corp,, 190 F.3d 1350, 1357, 52 USPQZd 1029, 1033 (Fed. Cir. 1999). The term 
"resegmenting" in claim 1 is used by the claim to mean some reclassification of a 
specific disease (see table 4), while the accepted meaning is "The dividing of something 
into segments" (see Encarta® World English Dictionary, North American Edition). The 
term is indefinite because the specification does not clearly redefine the term. 

As a result and for the purposes of this examination only, the claim has been 
interpreted as claiming a digital indicator that can record human radial artery pulsation 
information comprising a storing device, and which detects general dynamics of the 
radial artery pulsation, comparing the determined value through digital indicator with 
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standard value. The applicants still must amend the claim language to adhere to the 
standards cited above and to further clarify terms and phrases of the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the Invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined In section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty In the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as it appears to be anticipated by 
Ting et al. (US 6,443,906). Ting et al. discloses a method for recording human radial 
artery pulsation information, storing, detecting general dynamics of the radial artery 
pulsation, and comparing the determined value through digital indicator with standard 



value, (see abstract and Figs. 14-17).
